Group III, claim(s) 52-63, drawn to non-invasive surgery of a target object, classified in 

class 600 subclass 20, wherein the special technical feature is surgery of a target 

object comprising one or more target macromolecule structures. 
Group IV, claim(s) 64-75, drawn to the regeneration of cells and tissues, classified in 

class 264, 405, wherein the special technical is regeneration focused on a 

specific target macromolecule structures. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV dp not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2. they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons:
